SUMMARY STAFF RECOMMENDATION: Staff recommends approval of GR-MU-NP
(Community Commercial-Mixed Use-Neighborhood Plan) district zoning.

DEPARTMENT COMMENTS: This 3.081 acre property is currently developed with a hotel.
Foundation Communities intends to redevelop the property for a smart housing project that will
convert the current building into Single-Room-Occupancy residences. Staff supports the rezoning
request with conditions covered by a restrictive covenant that will address concemns from surrounding
single family residences, including screening and flooding.

NEIGHBORHOOD PLANNING STAFF RECOMMENDATION: The Neighborhood Planning
Staff have recommended a neighborhood plan amendment to change the future land use designation
for this property from commercial to mixed use.

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION

Zoning should allow for reasonable use of the property.

The recommended zoning will allow Foundation Communities to repurpose and utilize existing
property for expansion of providing smart housing residential units.

Zoning Changers should promote compatibility with adjacent and nearby uses. .

The recommended zoning is compatible with similarly located and zoned properties within the
district.

EXISTING CONDITIONS

Environmental

The site is not located over the Edwards Aquifer Recharge Zone. The site is in the Desired
Development Zone. The site is in the Country Club West Watershed of the Colorado River Basin,
which is classified as a Suburban Watershed by Chapter 25-8 of the City's Land Development Code.
Under current watershed regulations, development or redevelopment on this site will be subject to the
following impervious cover limits:

Development Classification % of Net Site Area % with Transfers
Single-Family 50% 60%

(minimum lot size 5750 sq. ft.)

Other Single-Family or Duplex 55% 60%
Multifamily 60% 70%
Commercial 80% 90%

According to flood plain maps, there is no floodplain within, or adjacent to the project boundary.

Standard landscaping and tree protection will be required in accordance with LDC 25-2 and 25-8 for
all development and/or redevelopment.

Trees will likely be impacted with a proposed development associated with this rezoning case. Please
be aware that an approved rezoning status does not eliminate a proposed development’s requirements
to meet the intent of the tree ordinances. If further explanation or specificity is needed, please contact
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the City Arborist at 974-1876. At this time, site specific information is unavailable regarding other
vegetation, areas of steep slope, or other environmental features such as bluffs, springs, canyon

rimrock, caves, sinkholes, and wetlands.

Under current watershed regulations, development or redevelopment on this site will be subject to the

following water quality control requirements:
® Structural controls: Sedimentation and filtration basins with increased capture volume and 2

year detention.

At this time, no information has been provided as to whether this property has any pre-existing
approvals that preempt current water quality or Code requirements.

Water and Wastewater

If the landowner intends to serve the site with City of Austin water and wastewater utilities, the
landowner, at own expense will be responsible for providing the water and wastewater utility
improvements, offsite main extensions, system upgrades, utility relocations and or abandonments
required. The water and wastewater plan must be in accordance with the City of Austin utility design
criteria. The water and wastewater utility plan must be reviewed and approved by the Austin Water
Utility. All water and wastewater construction must be inspected by the City of Austin. The
landowner must pay the City inspection fee with the utility construction. The landowner must pay the
tap and impact fee once the landowner makes an application for a City of Austin water and

wastewater utility tap permit.

Stormwater Detention

At the time a final subdivision plat, subdivision construction plans, or site plan is submitted, the
developer must demonstrate that the proposed development will not result in additional identifiable
flooding of other property. Any increase in stormwater runoff will be mitigated through on-site
stormwater detention ponds, or participation in the City of Austin Regional Stormwater Management

No additional right-of-way is needed at this time.

A traffic impact analysis was not required for this case because the traffic generated by the proposed
zoning does not exceed the threshold of 2,000 vehicle trips per day [LDC, 25-6-1 13].

There are existing sidewalks along the site’s frontage on IH 35. However, there is a gap in the
sidewalk network on IH 35 between the site and Oltorf Street.

According to the Austin 2009 Bicycle Plan Update approved by Austin City Council in June, 2009,
bicycle facilities are existing and/or proposed along the adjoining streets as follows:

Capital Metro bus service (route no. 331 and 483) is available along Oltorf Street (at IH 35).

Site Plan:

Site plans will be required for any new development other than single-family or duplex residential-
since the project is redevelopment, whether or not a new site plan, a revision, or a correction will be
required will depend on the extent of the work to be done to the exterior of the building and parking
area. Consult with the Development Assistance Center on the first floor of the building (9 am to 12
noon) for help in determining the process, if needed.

Any development which occurs in an SF-6 or less restrictive zoning district which is located 540-feet
or less from property in an SF-5 or more restrictive zoning district will be subject to compatibility
development regulations. (This may be affected by a pre-existing situation, since the building and
adjacent single-family / duplex are already built, possibly prior to compatibility standards
introduction to the code.)

Compatibility Standards

The site is subject to compatibility standards (For new development and some redevelopment).

Along the East property line, the following standards apply:

* No structure may be built within 25 feet of the property line.

» No structure in excess of two stories or 30 feet in height may be constructed within 50 feet of the
property line.

* No structure in excess of three stories or 40 feet in height may be constructed within 100 feet of
the property line.

* No parking or driveways are allowed within 25 feet of the property line.

* A landscape area at least 15 feet wide is required along the property line. In addition, a fence,
berm, or dense vegetation must be provided to screen adjoining properties from views of parking,
mechanical equipment, storage, and refuse collection.

e for a structure more than 100 feet but not more than 300 feet from propetty zoned SF-5 or more
restrictive, 40 feet plus one foot for each 10 feet of distance in excess of 100 feet from the
property zoned SF-5 or more restrictive,

* An intensive recreational use, including a swimming pool, tennis court, ball court, or playground,
may not be constructed 50 feet or less from adjoining SF-3 property.

Additional design regulations will be enforced at the time a site plan is submitted.

We do not support the rezoning of 2501 S IH-35. But, would like to ask Planning and Zoning that if
they vote to approve the rezoning that they include the following onto the zoning by the way of a Conditional
Overlay. Please see attached letter from Walter Moreau promising most of these demands.

1. no more than 120 dwelling units

2. that future building may not be higher that building is now or building code height limits, whichever is lower.

3. Most important- That a buffering requirement is established. Such as a high fencing and trees around north,
east and south property perimeters. Also, high fencing around entire parking area to the north, south and east

upper perimeters of the property.

4. that they also have to fix Drainage issues, such as the two clogged retention ponds and drainage (mostly from
LaQuinta & office building) that is dropped onto the easement for Suburban Lodge that is flooding homes on

Audubon Place is stopped.

5. prohibit other uses that would other wise be allowed in proposed rezoning, such as Outdoor Entertainment,
Outdoor Sports & Recreation and General retail sales-Convenience. And prohibit any adult businesses or aicohol

sales.

6. Walter says they plan to leave undeveloped land in its natural state. Write into the Conditional Overlay to
decease maximum Imperious Cover and Building coverage to not be greater than it is currently.

We also have Aesthetic issues with the property and Walter said he would maintain aesthetics as well.
I know if that can be included in Conditional Overlay, but would like something that would make them legaily
responsible. The Suburban Lodge completely overlooks the entire neighborhood and already has a canyoning

effect on our homes.
